A review of applicants' arguments in amendment filed on March 30, 2005 an a review of 
the instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are allowable 
over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest that the plastic 
bonded permanent magnet comprises a filled plastic component, a basic body and an 
intermediary component of elastic material which is sandwiched or positioned coaxially 
between between the axial faces of the plastic component and the basic body, that the 
plastic component includes plural recess formed in its axial face which receives plural 
projections extending outwardly from the intermediary component so as to connect by 
means of friction and/or positive connection, and that the plastic body comprises a 
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plastic matrix and permanent magnetic particles as filler is embedded within the matrix 
in an amount sufficient o render the plastic component permanently magnetic. Also, no 
evidentiary support could be provided to support the position that the instant claimed 
invention would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art.
